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Preface 


This volume of wills and other probate and estate 
records of Essex County follows that for 1717-22 which 
comprised a part of the compiler's previous volume, Essex 
County, Virginia, Records, 1717-1722. 


During the first half of this period Essex included its 
present area and the eastern third of what is now Caroline 
County, the latter being formed in 1727. 


William Beverley was Clerk of the Court during the whole 
of this period. Richard Tunstall signed the records as deputy 
clerk until 20 March 1722/3 but Beverley signed them there- 
after except on 17 March 1729/30 when Tunstall again signed. 
William Henry Terrett, William Licorish and Mark Weekes 
appear to have succeeded each other in employment in the 
Clerk's office. 


This volume was restored in 1934 by the Dorothea Payne 
Madison Chapter (Richmond, Virginia), United States Daughters 
of 1812.
